Senate ready to approve revenue sharing 


WASHINGTON (U P I)—The Senate was ready today to give President 
Nixon his long-sought revenue sharing program, which will channel $30 1 
billion in federal funds to the states and localities over the next five years 
But revenue sharing will be the only portion of a three-piece package ot 
must 
legislation Nixon requested from the 92nd Congress when it 
convened in January, 1971. Congress—which is trying to adjourn at the end 
of this week—will not enact Nixon s welfare reform and government 
reorganization plans. 
Thursday, the House gave final approval to the revenue sharing bill on a 256- 
110 roll call vote. The Senate is expected to approve it and send it to the 
White House for appropriate signing ceremonies.

He told a rally the welcome was 
an indication of the response he will 
receive in the election, an election 
he said would mark an end to any 
political division between the North 
and South and would produce a new 
political alignment nationwide 


Nixon took the occasion to again 
pledge not to raise taxes in a second 
administration if Congress will only 
give him “ my tax-proof ceiling on 
spending ” 


At Minneapolis, McGovern played 
a tape of a telephone call, made to a 
Boston radio talk show by a young 
man who said he had served in 
Vietnam, for a group of some 12,000 
University of Minnesota students

Key proponents of a $1.5 million 
sewer bond issue told a Press Club 
panel of newsmen last night there 
are 
uncertainties 
on

ahead, but that the proposed capital 
outlay was the cheapest way to meet 
state requirements 
The sewer improvement would 
double the monthly service costs 
over most if not all of Lompoc 
Valley and pose the possibility of 
future large scale additional capital 
improvements, according to public 
statements by experts 
Lompoc 
M ayor 
George 
Cotsenmoyer 
made 
an 
initial 
presentation to an audience of about 
50 persons, with assistance from 
Lynn 
Hartford, 
of 
Brown 
and 
Caldwell. FLngineering Co., H H 
Wheeler. Jr. of Vandenberg Village 
Disposal Co., and Diana W illiams of 
Mission 
Hills 
Lompoc- 
Utilities 
Services 
Cotsenmoyer said the bond issue 
was necessary to meet the city's 
share of a $9 3 million regional 
sewer disposal system stemming 
from the hub of the present plant on 
Central Avenue City voters will 
vote on the bond issue Nov 
7. 
Cotsenmoyer said federal grants 
could take care of 80 per cent of the 
eligible 
costs 
— 
later 
it 
was 
revealed that $8 3 million of the 
total improvement cost of $9 3 
million could be eligible under 
federal guidelines 


The city's portion of the total 
would be $17 million, according to 
Cotsenmoyer, 
with 
$15 
million 
coming from the bond issue and the 
balance from a $4000.000 “ kitty" 
which the city amassed over the 
past few years from sewer service 
charges 
Three other governmental entities 
are 
involved 
in 
the 
regional 
program They are Mission Hills, 
which is expected to pick up the tab 
for $200,000 of the total cost; 
Vandenberg Village, $500,000; and 
the Federal Correction Institution 
$800,000 
Cotsenmoyer told the audience he 
hoped the city would not have to 
spend all of the $1 5 million bond 
issue to carry out the improvement 
The other entities plan to raise 
their portions either by loans and or 
increases in the monthly service 
charges Wheeler and Mrs. Williams 
said details of loans and rates in 
their communities would have to be 
approved by the California Public 
Utilities 
Commission 
Both 
communities are served by private 
sewer utility companies governed 
by the PUC. 
In 
his initial 
presentation, 
Cotsenmoyer said the city would 
operate the Central Avenue plant 
and share all costs with the other 
entities 
A 
key 
feature of the sewer 
improvement, 
according 
to 
Cotsenmoyer is the diversion of 
treated effluent to an area, east of 
the city for ground water recharge 
Later, in answer to a question of the 
validity of using state imported 
water 
for 
the 
recharge, 
Cotsenmoyer said effluent from the 
sewer plant would cost about $8 an 
acre foot compared to about $200 an 
acre foot for the imported water 
Cotsenmoyer said city officials 
had explored alternatives to the 
sewer improvement plan they were 
proposing, but that they set them 
aside as unsatisfactory

women and children in the camp was not

The sources said North Vietnamese 
soldiers stormed the camp at Ben Het. 280 
miles north of Saigon, after virtually 
leveling it with more than 1.500 rocket, 
mortar and artillery' shells It was the 
second attack in 24 hours 
The invaders killed at least nine South 
Vietnamese troops and eight of their 
dependents and wounded 18 others, the 
sources said, and the late of about 500 other 
government rangers and their families at 
the camp was unknown 
Both Ben Het and Due Co. the ranger 
camp 50 miles to the south that was 


overrun 
Wednesday, 
adjoin 
so-called 
Communist “ base areas” in mountainous 
jungles that have been North Vietnamese 
strongholds for years Wednesday’s attack 
on Due Co left 67 of the camp’s defending

1964, during one of the first retaliatory air 
strikes ordered by President Johnson 
following the Gulf of Tonkin incident and is 
the longest-held U.S. POW 
At the time he had been married for four 
months to Tangee, now 32

Shuttle will save 
a billion a year 


VIENNA. — Low-cost payloads orbited with the Space 
Shuttle system will save about $1 billion a year over a 12- 
year program, a Lockheed engineer yesterday told an 
international conference. 
The savings will come almost entirely from payloads. 
Maxwell 
W. 
Hunter II told the 23rd 
International 
Astronautical Congress. Hunter is assistant to the general 
manager of the Space Systems Division, Lockheed Missiles 
& Space Co . Sunnyvale. 
Space Shuttle is expected to move the U.S. space 
program into a new era. The days of expensive special- 
design spacecraft support systems will end. Hunter 
predicted Space hardware users will have a wide choice as 
do automobile buyers, willing to accept a lower-cost 
standard design that may weigh more but will be adequate 
for their purposes, he said 
“The shuttle program thus shows two principal thrusts, 
one toward dramatic improvement of the transportation 
system, and the other, even more dramatic, toward more 
flexible and less expensive payloads and spacecraft. 
Payloads and spacecraft have been more expensive than 
launch vehicles throughout the first space decade 
“We have every right to expect profound improvements 
in payloads, spacecraft and transfer stages as a result of 
the shuttle These improvements, in turn, should constitute 
one of the strongest justifications for the shuttle program.” 
Savings, Hunter said, will come in payloads and 
spacecraft because the 15-by-60-foot shuttle cargo bay is a 
major step in freeing the designer from the weight and 
volume restrictions resulting from the use of early-day 
boosters. 
At the same time, he continued, space planners now have 
a perspective — more than a decade of experience — to 
draw on to outline total space programs. 
Thus planners can design largely standard modules for 
payloads and spacecraft that will fulfill the requirements of 
a number of individual space tasks, further reducing costs 
Another way to save cost. Hunter said, is to use a 
spacecraft instrumentation package for more than one 
mission on a single flight Hunter calls this the “cluster“ 
concept. 
The key to savings, he explained, is designing spacecraft 
and payloads of “modular” construction — that is, in 
segments that can be replaced on orbit either by an 
astronaut working outside the space shuttle orbiter. or by 
automated techniques. 
The use of easily replaceable modules permits servicing 
the spacecraft on orbit while carrying it to only a fraction 
of its weight in replacement modules,” Hunter said “This 
module exchange, with return of the used modules to Earth 
for refurbishment and subsequent re-use, is a strong 
feature of the system ’’ 
Some weight penalties will result. Hunter concedes. 
These increases will range from 2,000 to 4,000 pounds, no 
matter what the spacecraft size. As a percentage, the 
increase for large spacecraft will not be great, and will be 
withing the space shuttle capability, he said. 
Hunter’s paper, "The Effect of Space Shuttle Payload 
Design Techniques on Total Space Program Cost," reflects 
more than two years analysis. 
Lockheed was one of three contractors selected in early 
1970 by the National Aeronautics and Space Administration 
to accomplish the economic evaluation of Shuttle 
Lockheed’s role was to investigate the effect of the unique 
characteristics of the shuttle system on payloads and 
spacecraft to see if it might result in much lower total 
spacecraft costs. 
Hunter last year at Brussels presented a paper to the 
same conference on the first results of the analyses

Trials of a 
pro qb's wife

No sooner had the orange blossoms wilted in her bridal 
bouquet than Sue Nelsen, wife of Cleveland Browns 
quarterback Bill Nelsen, realized that she did not quite 
have her husband's total affection. 
Her competition was tough and she was jealous. The 
object of her jealousy was the inanimate NFL football 
There are times I’d just like to go out and pop that 
football,’’ Sue bristled. “ I see Bill devoting all his mind 
and body to the game. He enjoys the glory but subcon­ 
sciously he shares it with his 40-man team. What are the 
kids and me against the 40?” 
It’s the plaintiff cry of the neglected executive’s wife. 
She s watched his climb to the top but when he arrived 
there, the cheers were only for him. 
Banquets, speeches, endorsements and ribbon cuttings 
left her to deal with the Cub Scouts and the carving of 
the Thanksgiving turkey. 
“They get so involved, quarterbacks especially,” said 
Sue “ I wonder sometimes, why does he have to’ be that 
involved?” 
Bill’s kind of dedication paved his way to success, but 
in professional football, the moment of glory is brief. 
The exit light starts flashing at a quarterback when 
he gets past 30, an age when most of his contemporaries 
in the business world have just planted both feet on the 
bottom rung of their ladder to the heady heights. It’s hard 
to put a successful football career behind you. It’s easier 
to just postpone the inevitable. 
Bill Nelsen. who is 31, chose to ignore the crystal ball’s 
shadowy prediction this season, hoping for' one more 
year, hoping that his aching knees would undergo a 
miracle cure, hoping his arm would regain its zip. 
But the writing is on the wall in Cleveland’s locker 
room. The fans are restless. They’re eyeing the new 
fellow. Mike Phipps, and Bill Nelsen’s magic seems to 
have disappeared. 
“ When you can’t go any farther up the ladder.“ says 
Sue, “ then you have to go down." 
On his way down, the aihlete faces vultures on every 
rung. Vultures like the fans booing his every move, 
second-guessing his plan of attack. Vultures like the 
sportswriters who thrive on team conflicts 
And the Mike Phipps vs Bill Nelsen conflict is too good 
to ignore. ‘‘I picked up my Cleveland Press before the 
home opener,” Sue told me. “ The headline that greeted 
me was ‘Choose your Quarterback.’ The result of the 
reader poll was published the next day—75 per cent for 
Mike Phipps. I canceled my subscription. I mean, with 
all that’s going on in the world, is choosing the Browns’ 
quarterback all that important?" 
The Cleveland fans had more to say about their pref­ 
erences at the opening game, which the Browns dropped 
to Green Bay. 
Sue told me about the boos: “ I didn’t know what to

expect. I knew the fans wanted a change but I didn’t 
know how bad it would be. The boos were awful I can’t 
believe there are months to go before the season’s over. 
I guess I’ll survive on tranquilizers. 
Tranquilizers weren’t needed, because the next week 
Coach Nick Skorich announced Phipps would start for 
Cleveland against Philadelphia. 
Sue took the news of Bill’s demotion with more than 
wifely fortitude. More like relief. “ I really hope for the 
team. I want Mike Phipps to win, she confessed. “ It 
really would upset me to see the team go down " 
And now that Bill is no longer responsible for the 
Cleveland attack Sue has him back 
“ When the quarterback is less involved, when they 
don’t have to take the knocks, then they start to consider 
the other four’ — that’s me and the three kids. He’s got 
a few more moments to give us now." 
After four snug years at the top of the list of NFL 
quarterbacks, Bill Nelsen now faces a new unknown The 
season could bring a renewal of his football career or it 
could bring a frustrating see saw battle with Phipps for 
the first string spot. 
Or it could bring retirement, something that every 
dedicated athlete hates to face. 
“ An athlete never grows up.” Sue told me “ There’s 
a kid part of them in their body and soul Every new 
season is a whole world of excitement and glory. And the 
problem is how to replace that kind of excitement when 
the career is all over 
“ But there are better days ahead. Maybe playing pro 
football and being on top isn’t all that great."

'No' on Prop. 14 


One 
of 
the 
most 
well-publicized 
initiatives on the November 7 ballot is 
Proposition 14. more commonly known as 
the Watson initiative. 
The 
measure 
would 
establish 
ad 
valorem 
property 
tax 
limitations and 
freeze them into the State Constitution. It 
would eliminate the use of property tax for 
welfare purposes. It would limit property 
tax for education and would require state 
funding for these functions from other tax 
sources. 
The measure would 
increase 
sales, 
use, 
cigarette, 
liquor 
and 
corporation taxes. It would decrease state 
taxes in insurance companies and banks 
and local sales and use taxes. It would 
require a 
severance 
tax 
on 
oil 
and 
minerals. It would require two-thirds vote 
of the Legislature to increase designated 
taxes and it would restrict exemptions 
from property tax to those approved by 
election. 


Bringing the whole measure down to 
simple basics, Proposition 14 is a giant tax 
shift and not tax reform. 


This proposal, according to the State’s 
Legislative 
Analyst 
Alan 
Post, 
is 
underfunded in the neighborhood of $1 
billion. This underfunding is bound to 
affect many operations of government. 
For example, Proposition 14 sets an $825 
per pupil support level from state and 
local schools for public schools.

estimated at $927. This measure would 
wipe out a $155 million m ass transit fund 
created only last year. 
True, the measure would result in the 
reduction of property taxes statewide by 
$2.9 
billion 
However, 
the 
Assembly 
R evenue 
and 
Taxation 
C om m ittee 
estim ates that only $664 million of that 
would benefit the homeowner. The rest of 
the benefit would go to owners of business 
and income producing properties, utilities, 
railroads and industry. 
When monies are taken out of one pot for 
another, politics seem to demand that 
whatever monies are removed must be 
supplanted. We can be sure that this will 
be the case with the underfunding of 
Proposition 14.

boost in that levy of 60 per cent. 
We realize that it has been nearly a 
fruitless effort to get the Legislature to do 
something about property tax reform. 
Many are saying “ let us teach those 
politicians a lesson 
and are urging a 
“ y e s’ vote on the measure. 


It is our opinion that this would be a 
drastic and devastating lesson, not for the 
Legislature, but for the taxpayers. Two 
wrongs do not make a right.

The 
courts must grow and adjust to 
peoples need to use them , peoples’ 
rights should not be com prom ised or 
restricted in order to adjust to the

problems. 
Never 
should 


meritorious laws or legislation be 
conditioned by any predicted added 
use of the courts. The two are 
separate problems to be considered 
separately 
Most law students early in their 
legal 
edu catio n 
read 
about 
pioneering 
cases 
of 
yesteryear 
where 
the 
judges 
rejected 
the 
argument of corporate counsel that 
if the judgment was for the afflicted 
citizen, there would follow a “ flood 
of litigation 
from similar cases. 
The rights of the public, in these 
ground-breaking cases, were not to 
be reduced or defeated because of 
m anagerial inconvenience to the 
courts. 
Justice Burger recognizes the low 
confidence which Americans have in 
t h e i r 
c o u r t s , 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
minorities. In his ABA address he 
took especial note of “ people who 
have long been exploited in the 
sm aller transactions of daily life” 
coming 
to 
believe 
"that courts 
cannot vindicate their legal rights 
from fraud and over-reaching." 
As necessity is the mother of 
invention, then the em ergence of 
new rights for Americans will be the 
pressure cooker for the expansion of 
the courts to handle the added 
caseload. 
Let not 
the leisurely, 
m ismanaged, antiquated operation 
of the federal courts be used as a 
judicial 
holdup 
on 
consum er, 
environmental or any other needed 
laws of the land
